Enrollment during this drive en¬ 
titles member-families to these 
services from March I, through 
February 29, 1956. 

GCS BoardOpposes 
Labor Legislation 

The board of directors of Green¬ 
belt Consumer Services at its last 
meeting voted to oppose “right to 
work" legislation which will soon 
be introduced in the Maryland leg¬ 
islature. 

The board action followed a re¬ 
port by Lawrence Oosterhous, vice 
president of GCS and GCS repre¬ 
sentative on the board of directors 
of the Potomac Cooperative Fed¬ 
eration. Oosterhous stated that 
"the Federation beard had unani¬ 
mously voted its opposition to the 
proposed law and had urged local 
cooperatives in Maryland to take 
similar action. The proposed law, 
he declared, would outlaw the un¬ 
ion shop and the closed shop in 
Maryland, is supported by the Na¬ 
tional Association of Manufactur¬ 
ers and some local businesses, and 
is opposed by labor unions. 

Arguments advanced against the 
proposed legislation included the 
importance of the union shop and 
the closed shop to the development 
of unions; the importance of un¬ 
ions in working as co-ops do for 
the wider distribution of goods and 
services, the support which unions 
have given to co-ops nationally and 
locally, and the fact that unions 
are in substance producer coopera¬ 
tives—producers democratically or¬ 
ganized to sell their services. 
Those opposed to the board’s ac¬ 
tion maintained that cooperatives 
should not take positions on mat¬ 
ters not directly related to the co¬ 
op. 

Also considered at the board 
meeting was a proposal that GCS 
withdraw from membership in the 
Potomac Cooperative Federation. 
This motion was tabled with the 
understanding that the Federation 
would call in a qualified consultant 
to examine and make recommen¬ 
dations concerning its organiza¬ 
tion and program. Subsequent to 
the GCS board’s action, the Fed¬ 
eration has writtten to the Farm 
Bureau Insurance Companies re¬ 
questing the services of Dick Carl¬ 
son, a consultant of national stand¬ 
ing who has advised the GCS board.

NO DOUBT? 

To the Editor: 

Last week’s issue reported the 
paper’s plan under which all mem¬ 
bers of GVHC would receive your 
paper and have 25c *a month added 
to their monthly payments. This 
clearly would be involuntary for 
many members. That your paper 
should suggest that GVHC mem¬ 
bers be involuntarily forced to pay 
for your paper through their GV 
HC monthly payments is amazing. 
Such suggestion is consistent only 
with principles of totalitarianism 
inherent in the philosophy and 
practice of socialism and commun¬ 
ism. GVHC can charge its mem¬ 
bers only for those things which 
they have by contract agreed to 
pay. GVHC has no more right to 
force its members to buy your pa¬ 
per than it can force them to pay 
for life insurance, group medical 
and hospital care, food-freezer 
plans, aid to the Babylonians, etc. 
The suggestion is immoral, illegal, 
would be a taking of others’ prop- 
perty which GVHC has no right to 
take. It is illegal, because the law 
would not permit it. It is unAmeri- 
can, because it violates fundament¬ 
al American principles of liberty. 
It would be no different than the 
practice of gangsters and extor¬ 
tioners taking the property of oth¬ 
ers by force. (I hope that the 
foregoing will help the authors of 
the suggestion to understand why 
it is not acceptable.) 

Your newspaper is not only guil¬ 
ty of all the indictments you made 
against it, but of many more, in¬ 
cluding printing attacks on indi¬ 
viduals and refusing to print the 
reply there to. Unless it genuine¬ 
ly reforms and practices fairness 
and objectiveness, it cannot expect 
to receive the support of the com¬ 
munity. Unless it so reforms, it 
deserves to die, and quickly.

ticipation in the city’s recreation 
program. 

(2) Faced with an anticipated 
$3000 annual deficit in the city bus 
operation city manager Charles Mc¬ 
Donald requested authority to seek 
from P.U.C. a fare increase from 
10c to 15c for adults and from 5c to 
8c for children. Goldfaden oppos¬ 
ed requesting a fare increase for 
children. His motion to grant Mc¬ 
Donald the authority to request the 
15c adult fare was passed. 

(3) McDonald, on the advice of a 
bonding attorney, recommended 
against the floating of bonds at this 
time for the purpose of financing 
additional public works to be re¬ 
quired by an expanding Greenbelt 
He pointed out however, that a 
provision in the 1954 federal hous¬ 
ing bill (Public law 560) mode avail¬ 
able to qualifying municipalities 
under 25,000 population advance 
payments in amounts not to exceed 
$10,000 for the purpose of planning 
public works. Any such funds ad¬ 
vanced by the federal government 
would have to be repaid only if the 
planned public works were actually 
carried out. McDonald added that 
such planning would necessarily be 
done so that any repayment of any 
advanced funds would not consti¬ 
tute double expenditures. 

(4) The Council supported Mc¬ 
Donald who favored the owner’s re¬ 
quest, forwarded by the Maryland 
Park and Planning Commission, to 
change from residential to heavy 
commercial the zoning of 91 acres 
east of and adjacent to the 
B and O railroad and north of 
Smith’s gravel pit and a change 
from residential to light commercial 
of 81 acres east of and adjacent to 
the 92 acre tract Both tracts are 
to be bounded on the north by the 
Iner-county Belt Freeway.
